SAYS SHORTAGE MENACES 


| Confers: with Public. Utilities 
Heads and Authorizes Curtail- 
ment of Service on Car Lines. 


Representatives of ‘the various public 
utility corporations conferred yesterday 
morning: with Public Service Commis- 
sioner Lewis Nixon as to the best meth- 
ods to pursue to avoid a threatened 
shortage of coal, with the result that a 
telegram’ was sént to Presiden Wilson 
stating that the situation was desperate 
and urging that the Railroad Adminis- 
tration be direeted to requisition no 
more coal en route to this city. A letter 


was also addressed to Mayor Hylan, in- 
dicating that widespread co-operation... 
all public officials and drastic. acti 
were necessary to prev ént the calamity 
of restricted public sérvict anda posal- 
ble complete cesshtion of it. 

With these alarming notes: the com- 
mission issued a statement, showing the 
coal supply on, hdnd and’ expected of 
all. of the utilities, ‘Last. night the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company, the 
second company on ‘the commicsion’s 
list of corporations in sore | straits,- 
issued the following statement, made by 
Frank, Hedley, - President , of .the- com- 
pany: 3 : 

“While the reserve coal supply. of the 
Interborough Rapid.‘Transit “Company 
is not as large as the company would 
like to have, nor as large as the. com- 
pany is generally abdle.to maintain, the 
situation is nevertheless such that we 
feel we can assure the public that it 
néed not be unduly apprehensive of. any 
cessation ot operation of its subway or 
elevated lines at this time. 

‘* This statement, of course, is habed 
upon ‘the agsumption that the company 
will continue, to receive’ the co-vuperation 
that it is now receiving from all. parties 
concerned in the securing of a ‘continu- 
ous.supply of coal. 

“ This ‘afternoon the outlook, as 'the 
results of efforts today, is better than 
it was this morning.

Mr. Nixon said later that he had au- 
thorized his enginecrs to take up the 
question of curtailment of service with 
the Interborough and that while they 
had not yet reported back to him it 
was possible there. had been some les- 
sening of service at-midnight. Some 
time today, he safd, the exact extent 
of this curtailment would be decided 
upon and it vould not be very ‘severe.

ABOUT RESIGNING ee 


Wants Leaders to Sound Senti- 
ment Further onAdvisability 
of Leaving Army. 


MANAGERS’ VIEWS. DIFFER 


Some Favor His Retaining Com- 


mand—Butler and Johnson 
Booms Progressing. 


Whether Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
should. resign from the army iff order 
to devote his time exclusively to further- 


ing his candidacy for the Republican | Brook 


Presidential nomination, or whether he 
should wait until his actual nomination 
at Chicago in June before taking this/| to 
step is the problem that is causing Gen- 
eral Wood's campaign managers more 
uneasiness than anything elese at pres- 
ent. Representative Norman J. Gould, 
Eastern manager of the Wood cam+ 
paign, returned from Chicago yesterday 
with the information that although the 
matter was under discussion at the re- 
cent conference of managers there, no 
decision was reached. 

Increasing criticism of General Wood 
for not resigning has convinced some of 
his managefs that he should not delay 
any longer, but come out with a clear- 
cut statement setting forth his position 
and taking the people into his confi- 
dence.. As to the political expediency of 
General's resigning, the Wood camp 

is about equally divided. Several of his 
managers have advised him not to take 
any action at this time on the theory 
that the criticism he is_receiving is 
emanating ‘almost entirely from his po- 
‘Htical vials, and that for him to enter 
into a controv as to the wisdom of 
his maintaining his present silence on 
‘the matter is just what his rival candi- 
dates for the nomination want. 


Two Opinions on Resignatien. 


Should General’ Wood resign, some of 
his managers point out, he would lose 
the advantage he now. maintains by 
speaking as an official of the United 
States Army on the question of law and 
order. Those who have advised him to 
resign argue that a serious situation 
might develop at any time along the 
lines of the recent Gary (Ind.) labor 
dispute whereby it would be necessary 
for the General to take-a definite stand 
on labor.and the right of the United 
States Government to take extreme 
measures to put down a labor upheaval. 

These friends of the General point out 
that he may-not emerge from another 
Gary situation as he did last hg 8 when 
the workingmen considered that he 
formed a fine job, and even wanted 
to run for Mayor of Gary. If the Gan 
eral is no eu r connected with the 
army, thes ends assert, he will be 
in a position to méet all issues squarely | 
and make many friends on both sides.

The Boston Symphony Orchestra. . 

Some of the auditors of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, who usually fill 
Carnegie Hall to the doors. when it} 
comes to New York, wtre kept away by 
the storm last evening from the. fourth 
concert. of the organization. Those who 
came heard a program composed of 
d@*Indy’s second symphony in hB flat, the 
overture to Mozart's “© Magic Flute,’”’ 
the prelude and final scene of Wagner’s 
‘Tristan and Isolde * and Liszt's sym- 
‘phonic poem ‘’ Les Préludes.” 

D’Indy’s symphony has had a few, not 
many, performances in-New York, the 
most notable doubtless having been ‘the 
one by the Boston Orchestra under his 
own direction fifteen years ago. . It 
seems now the most distinguished pfo- 
duction of the modern French school, 
something that the composer himself 
has not surpassed and that he came tar 
from equaling in his last symphony 
called ‘‘ De Bello Gallico,’’ played here 
earlier in the season. 

The one heard last evening is a diffi- 
cult and complex work, alike for players 
and listeners; nor is it too much to say 
that it is a profound one, the product ‘not 
only of a fertile imagination and a mas- 
terly command of symphonic structure 
and orchestral technique, but also of a 
déep intellectual conception. In_ this 
symphony the principle of the develop- 
ment of a’ complex thematic outfit from 
a very few ‘‘ generative themes” has 
béen carried to its extreme. It is a prin- 
ciple that ‘was much favored by d’Indy’s 
master, César Franck, and one that he 
himself has worked much on in the 
compositions of his later period. 

Such a principle, or any other in art, 
must be justified by its results. In this 
‘symphony the results are deeply en- 
grossing; and comprisé¢ many pages of 
great beauty. Nor can thé full signifi- 
cance of these results be seized by the 
most attentive listener except after con-

SCIENCE AND SNOW. 

Shortly before this unmannerly 
storm hurtled.in upon us from the 
Atlantic, Forecaster Scarr, pinnacled 
among the stars above the Whitehall 
Building, declared that ‘‘ scientifically 
‘* there is no east wind in these lati- 
‘* tudes.’’. Be that as it may, it was 
demonstrated yesterday that, scientif- 
ically and otherwise, New York is not 
nowadays equipped to do battle with 
even a baby blizzard, whether it comes 
from the east or whether it canon- 
ically sweeps down upon us like a 
young Lochinvar out of the western 
altitudes of Medicine Hat. 

There was a time when the Street 
Cleaning Department marshaled a 
multitude of carts and an army of 
shovelers, who attacked the storm 
before its last flurry was spent. 
Fifth Avenue and Broadway and all 
the main cross streets remained pass- 
able to traffic. If trouble was en- 
countered, it was in the fashionable 
district bordering Fifth Avenue, where 
private motors did battle unaided. De- 
livery wagons, buses, and business 
trucks rendered an almost uninter- 
rupted service. The force of snow 
carts now at the command of Com- 
missioner MacStay being obviously 
insufficient, he pressed into service 
and manned a number of horse-drawn 


trucks; but of these 300 were rendered |: 


useless because the horses were im- 
properly shod. If there was a short- 
age of men, it did not count in the 
situation, As a result of the break- 
down of the emergency service, the 
number of men fighting the snow was 
reduced at one time to the 400 regu- 
larly employed by the department. 
Yesterday afternoon he had only 8,000 
men at work where the need was for 
14,000. 

The breakdown of the Street Clean- 
ing Department caught the whole city 
unprepared. Motor trucks and buses, 
unprepared for such an emergency, 
neglected to provide chains for their 
tires. Running into a drift, the 
wheels revolved impotently, glazing 
the snow beneath them. Fifth Avenue 
was lined with stalled green buses, 
about which taxis and motor cars had 
the utmost difficulty in making their 
way, and were often themselves 
stalled. If the blizzard had been of 
the usual severity, the motor truck 
and automobile traffic of the city 
would have come to a standstill. The 

olley lines, meantime, suffered se- 
rious interruption of service. On the 
subways the service was normal. 

It is Mayor HyYtan’s proclaimed in- 
tention to do away with the surface 
trolley lines, replacing them with 
lines of buses. All calculations have 
been made, we are told, and the re- 
sult will be an economy of expense 
and an, increase of service. It may 
not be amiss to inquire whether his 
budget includes an item for tire 
chains to be held in store against a 
recurrent breakdown in his. Street 
Cleaning Department. Without them, 
it is to be feared, a system of surface 
bus lines will some day prove as 
unscientific as a blizzard off the 
Atlantic.

THE LIMIT OF FREE SPEECH. 

In his testimony before the House 
Judiciary Committee Attorney General 
PALMER spoke words of needed truth 
and soberness about free speech, in 
whose name the Government is contin- 
ually asked by well-meaning persons, 
too easily duped by a phrase, to aban- 
don its own right and duty of self- 
preservation and self-protection. Ob- 
viously,. the right-of free speech ‘or 
free public assembly..or of free press is 
not absolute. The guarantees of the 
Bill of, Rights, guarantees of the lib- 
erty of the citizen, must not -be used to 
destroy all the rights of free citizen- 
ship and ‘the forms of free epee 
itself. As Mr. Patmer says: ‘‘ There 
“ must be a dead line across ‘which 
‘* men cannot go in the exercise of the 
‘* right of free speech, if the Govern- 
*‘ ment is going to protect itself asa 
‘* popular Government in the interests 
** of the people.””. He would-draw that 
dead line ‘* at the place, of course in 
** a general way, where injury. results,

‘threaten such physical violence, who 
intend or threaten to-destroy the Gov- 
ernment by ~ physical force. Mr. 
PALMER says that there is no Federal 
statute which ‘adequately covers their 
case. He objects, and on good 
grounds, to the proposed Sterling-Gra- 
ham bill as too éxtreme, and in par- 
ticular as lodging in the Post Office 
too great power of censorship and ex- 
clusion of publications from the mails. 
He believes that what is needed is an 
act of Congress, simple, violating none 
of the guarantees of the Bill of Rights, 
but providing punishment for the indi- 
vidual threatener of violence, the 
physical force seditionist. 

Mr. PALMER read from some threat- 
ening circulars sent to Federal officials 
at the time of the bomb outrages last 
Summer, and asserted that, so far as 
one of these was emitted by an indi- 
vidual, no Federal statute makes the 
threat a crime. A man could come to 
the house of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court ‘‘ with a bomb in his 
‘* hand and a notice like that, and, so 
‘** far as the Federal law is concerned, 
** the Chief Justice would have to run 
“‘ away and hide to save his life, be- 
**canse there would be no Federal 
** statute that we could use to punish 
‘* the man for his act.”’ 
and misunderstanders of ‘‘ free 
speech ’’ have been telling the Attor- 
ney General for months that the De- 
partment of Justice has plenty of 
power under eXisting statutes and that 
no new ones are needed. He thinks 
otherwise, and he may be supposed to 
know his own business. 

There is. a temperance and good 
sense about Mr. PALMER’sS remarks too 
often wanting in the criticisms of the 
excellent jut somewhat hasty gentle- 
men who manifest their own little ob- 
session or hysteria by accusing of hys- 
teria or obsession those who believe 
that incitements to disorder and revo- 
lution, threats of physical violence, 
should be punished. The people of 
this country have the power to amend 
and alter their Constitution and form 
of government by peaceful and consti- 


‘tutional means. The alierfs or citizens 


who propose to substitute disorder, 
assassination, murder, the forcible up- 
heaval of society, for those peaceful 
methods, deserve to be punished rigor- 
ously. No Bill of ._Rights can be 
stretched to protect them in the intol- 
erable wrongs which they are eager to 
perpetrate. 


EXTRADITION AND GERMAN 
HONOR. 

Baron Kurt von Lersner,.in his 
letter returning the demand of the 
Allies that the Germans charged with 
crime be extradited, did not speak for 
himself alone when he said: 

I remind your Excellency of my con- 
stantly repeated declarations that. no 
German functionary would be dis- 
posed to be in any way whatever in- 
strumental in the realization of the 
demand for their extradition. I 
should be instrumental in it if I were 
to forward to the German Government 
the note of your Excellency. I there- 
fore send it back herewith. 

It may be thought that Baron von 
LERSNER was taking a strained view 
of what would be ‘‘ instrumental ’’ 
when he declined the mechanical of- 
fice of forwarding the note and re- 
signed his place as head of the Ger- 
man delegation at Paris. But it 
merely Shows how far extends the 
German resolution to have nothing to 
do with the execution of that part of 
the Treaty. He is now. backed up by 
the whole German Cabinet! which 
unanimously declared that the extra- 
dition of these alleged criminals was 
an impossibility—‘‘ an utter physical 
impossibility.” The only sense in 
which the alleged impossibility could 
be physical would be in case the Gov- 
ernment did not believe it had physi- 
cal force enough to carry out its de- 
crees. It is more probable that the 
Cabinet simply took the same ground 
that was taken by Lersngr, that no 
German would bé willing to aid in 
turning over another German to for- 
eigners to try. 

The Germans, then, repudiate that 
part of the Treaty which they signed 
agreeing to the punishment by the 
Allies of the assassins, firebugs, 
thieves, kidnappers, and other crim- 
inals who are charged, not with loyalty 
to Germany, but with crimes debarred 
by every code in Christendom. It is 
net the first time they have repu- 
diated 'a treaty. This clause is noth- 
ing new in treaty-making; the world’s 
history shows many cases in which 
the successful party has demanded 
and received the surrender of persons 
alleged by it to have committed acts 
outside of law. Germany refuses to 
carry out the Treaty, not because’ it is 
unprecedented or barbarous, but be- 
cause she thinks she can refuse suc- 

It ig not by any means certain that 
many of the accused persons will be 
convicted, or that if convicted they will 
suffer severe penalties. The United 
States, after its internecine war of 
nearly sixty years ago, tried a num- 
ber of Confederates charged with vio- 
lating the laws of war, but convicted: 
very few and administered severe pun- 
ishment to “almost nome, the most

In this Winter of 
storms New York 
has had, it seems, an 
unusual number of 
difficult and danger- 
ous fires, and that none of them has led 
to great loss of life or property must be 
ascribed to the excellence of that in- 
stitution whose merits, though generally 
appreciated, are never appreciated 
enough—the Fire Department. In the 
case of the fire on West Ninth Street 
early Wednesday morning, the public 
interest is aroused by the apparent fact 
that in this case the loss of life could 
have been prevented. Fires from over- 
heated furnaces are common in this 
weather, and it is not known whether 
in this Gase greater care could have pre- 
vented the fire; but almost certainly 
there would have been no loss of life 
but for the peculiar construction of the 
house. No fire escapes, a top floor set 
back from the street and barred off 
from access by an iron grating, a roof 
exit apparently not easy to reach, a 
heavy door which only the firemen's 
axes could break down—under such con- 
ditions the occupants of the house could 
have escaped only by extraordinary good 
fortune. In the _ difficult housing con- 
ditions of the last few years there seems 
to have been, perhaps unavoidably, a 
slackening of the strict insistence on 
safety regulations. We all accept it 
because we want to have a place in 
which to live, but such events as Wednes- 
day’s fire remind us that now and then 
somebody pays the penalty. 

But the most important feature of this 
fire was the fact that several neighbors 
who discovered it tried to send in an 
alarm by telephone, and after trying for 
a time which probably was not so long 
as it seemed, but evidently was too long, 
found it impossible to get ‘‘ Central ”’ 
and ran out to hunt a fife alarm box. 
The difference of a minute or two in the 
arrival of the firemen might have meant, 
it is thought, that all three lives could 
have been saved. This is a difficulty 
which blaming a single operator will do 
nothing oes quite possibly it was

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

AS ong whose Winters are spent in 
New York City and Summers in trying 
to run a New England farm, perhaps 
my opinions om the subject of ‘‘ Farm- 
ers’ Unrest,” as set forth by Government 
officials in your issue of Jan. 31, may 
‘have some interest and value, 

I spent the first sixteen years of my 
Hfe on a Maine farm. ‘Most of the suc- 
ceeding forty years were passed in cities 
of this country and Europe. A few 
years ago I bought the ancestral place 
on which I was and an adjoining 
farm, which gave me.200 acres .alto- 
gether, and returned to boyhood occupa- 
tion. I had ‘never lost touch with ag- 
ricultural interests and I returned to 
farming with a good knowledge of the 
improvements that had been made in this 
business during the last forty or fifty 
years. 


After four years’ experience I sold my 


for my own use. During the war I felt 
it my duty to respond to the appeals of 
the Government. One year I 


and I 
myself several hundred dollars out 
pocket as the result of these eff 


contented myself with regarding my loss 


in New England which can be run under 
present conditions, and on the samé 
basis that most other kinds of business 
are managed, and yield any profit. I 
can supply all the necessary facts and 
figures to prove this. I gave some of 
these facts and figures in a letter to the 
late Colonel Roosevelt soon after the 
speech which he made at Springfield, 
Til, in which he touched on the sub- 
ject. I received a prompt reply, in which 
Colonel Roosevelt said, “I thank you for 
your fine letter and I entirely agree 
with most of your statements.” He 
added that it was his intention to do 
what he could to relieve the existing con- 
dition of things in this field. 

That member of the Senate committee 
who remarked that the replies to the 
Government circular seemed to have 
come “mostly from a bunch of Bol- 
shevists’’ is a very foolish man and 
one of a considerable number of foolish 
men who are misrepresenting the people 
in Washington. Let them beware how 
they refer to the farmers of the United 
States-as Bolshevists.

They want to know why 
the price of wheat’ was fixed while they 
were forced to pay more for fertilizer 
to raise that wheat than the selling 
price of the wheat would yield. They 
want to know why they were compelled 
to see-their fruit rot because they could 
neither get a price which would pay the 
cost of picking and shipping nor sugar 
to preserve this fruit for their own use, 
while at the same time any city or 
town dealer could buy a hundred pounds 
of confectionery at one time if he wanted 
it. They are asking these and many 
more questions of similar import.. They 
are aware that many of the city papers 
present a hostile attitude toward ‘them, 
and they know that this hostility is 
based on selfishness and a profound 
ignorance of the conditions and cireum- 
stances under which they live and work.

“ALCOHOL IN MEDICINE. 


In Favor of Leaving the Decision to 

Doctors, Who, However, Disagree. 
To the of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Feb. 3 Mr. Clyde L. 
Hddy discusses interestingly thé question | +.) 
of whisky as a medicine. He correctly 
States that the American Medical As- 
sociation went on record as being op- 
posed to alcohol in 1917, and presumes 
apparently from this that thé physictan 
has declared himself opposed to the use 
of alcohol as a stimulant. 

While it is true that the A. M. A. did 
pass resolutions in 1917 against the use 
ef alcohol, its action was vigorously 
opposed by some prominent 
notably Dr. Hobert A. Hare of Phila- 
delphia, Dr. Abraham Jacobi of New 
York and many others, and at the 1919 
meeting of the A. M. A. Dr. Solis Cohn 
and Dr. Lambert Ott of Philadelphia 
and others declared prohibition a socio- 


logical error, and indorsed alcohol for 


medicinal purposes. The of 
the leading physicians of New York City 

ere recorded a few months ago when 
at a meeting of the New York County 
Medical Society a resolution was adopted 
condemning prohibition -as being “ ir- 
rational, unscientific and. against the 
accepted usage of civilized countries else- 
where throughout the world.” 

The question as to the value of alcohol 
as a medicine being of interest, may I 
be permitted to point out that this phase 
of the alcohol question was carefully 
considered by Congress? It was my 
privilege to compile, for the late Con- 
gressman Meeker of St. Louis, abstracts 
from the writings of the foremost medi- 
cal authorities with reference to the 
medicinal qualities of alcoholic prepara- 
tions. The abstracts referred to were 
laid before Congress and were published 
in the Congressional: Record, Sept. 14, 
1918. Doubtless opposing views were 
also laid before C yet Congress 
deemed’ it ad eo, in passing the 
drastic National Prohibition act, to ex- 
pressly provide for the manufacture 
and sale of alcoholic preparations for 
medicinal purposes, and while it has re- 
stricted the prescribing of spirituous 
liquors to one pint in ten days, it has 
placed no restrictions as to quantity 
upon the prescribing of wine and beer 
for medicinal purposes. Medical litera- 
ture written from a purely scientific 
standpoint, and at a time when the pro- 
hibition issue did not cloud the minds 
of students, is replete with attestations 
of the value of alcohol. 

Even our good 4 Dr. Wiley has a 
guarded word of commendation for al- 
cohol in his book, ‘“‘ Foods and Their 
Adulteration,”” 1918, from which I quote 
the following: 

“There are some cases of ill health 
in which the advice to drink fermented 
beverages has been given and followed 
with benefit, especially if the mother, 
before the birth of the child, has been 
in the habit of using a moderate amount 
of alcohol. In such cases perhaps it is 
not advisable to prohibit entirely the 
use of these articles during the period 
of lactation.” 

The question is admirably summed up 
by Dr. W. Gilman Thompson, the noted 
New York physician, in his work, “‘ Prac- 
tical Dietetics,’ 1906, from which I quote 
as follows: 

“Alcohol is a most helpful food and 
stimulant in emergencies when other 
foed cannot be had or when the body ts 
temporarily endangered from acute dis- 
ease and the higher rate of combustion 
in fever or from failure to assimilate 
other nourishment. To offset the numer- 
ous. cases of fatal alcoholism and the 
still larger number of cases of disease 
which would not presumably be fatal 


without the existing’ condition of chronié 


alcoholic poisoning ° of system, are 
very many cases dmong both infants and 
adults in which life is undoubtedly saved 
by the prompt resort to this food and 
stimulant and its energetic use. So long 
as man is exposed to hardships and con- 
ditions arising from improper and de- 
ficient food supply, as well as to the 
humerous infectious diseases to which 
he is heir, alcohol must still be regarded 
rather as a blessing than ‘a, curse, for 
there is no form of food and stimulant 
combined, or stimulant alone, which, 
taken all ‘in all, can be so completely 
relied upon in cases of emergency. 

“Alcohol when taken alone will pro- 
long life beyond the period at which it 
would terminate from starvation. 

‘‘ Whatever controversy still exists over 
the physiological effect of alcohol as a 
food, it is still undeniable that in some 
ao, of disease it is citiicalty indis- 

sable.’’

Historic research sustains the conten 
tion of Beccaria, the Italian criminole- 
gist. of the ‘eighteenth century, that 
“crimes are more effectively 
by the certainty than the geyerity of 
the punishment.’ For instanceNin Bing- 
land a remarkable dropping off of crime 
followed the mitigation of pu 
which began in 1830. When hanging 
was inflicted for trivial offenses, life 
was held cheap and crime was tfampant. 
Capital punishment did not deter from 
the commission of crime even at pub 
lic executions, for the preamble to @ 
statute enacted in the days of Queen, 
Elizabeth reads: 

‘Whereas, persons in contempt ef 
God's commands and in defiance of the 
laws are found to cut pockets and pick 
purses even at places of public execu- 
tions while executions are being done 
on criminals; be it therefore enacted 
that all such persons shall suffer death 
without the benefit of clergy.’’

TMAZORS MAY ADOPT 
NEW PLAYER LMI? 


Measure to_ Hold Clubs to 35 
Meri Out of Season Will Be 
Discussed: Next Week. 


President John Heydler of the National 
Léague said yesterday that when the 
majors had their joint: meeting in Chi- 
cago next week a rule would be adopted 
limiting the number of players which 
each club can carry out of season to 
thirty-five. There is no limit now on 
the number of players a club can tie 
up outside of the season. Sdéme of the 
clubs now have as many as forty to 
take South on the training trips. 

Before the war the player limit for out 
of season was thirty-five, but when the 
break came ‘with the minors and be- 
cause of war conditions this limit was 
abolished. The result has been that 
some of the clubs are cet up many 
more players than possibly 
use. With the number Sisaeen to thirty- 
five, there will be many more players 
available on the baseball market. It 
will be a better thing for the players, as 
much of the young excess ent under 
contract to the more prosperous clubs 
po be able to land jobs with other 
clu 
, Last year the player limit in both 
leagues during the championship season 
was placed at twenty-five. . The Ameri- 
can League has always maintained this 
number, but .the National League cut its 
limit-down during the period of the war. 

en baseball prospered t season, 
the National League, at the suggestion 
‘of thé New York and Chicago clubs, 
went back to the twenty-five player lim- 
it during the playing séason. 

The training season which begins at 
the end of the present month, will be the 


most elaborate the major league clubs’ 


have ever taken. Close iJ fee, players, 
regulars and recruits l be taken by 
nearly all of the cae if the leagues 
adopted a player limit of thirty-five, it 
will still be possible for the clubs to 
take other youngsters South but not yn- 
der contract.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—Proposals by which 
the Canadian Govérnment would take 


'|over the Grand Trunk Railway system, 


including lines controlled in the United 
States, will be laid before stockholders 
by Sir Alfred Smithers, Chairman of the 
board, on Feb. 19. With his call for the 
meeting, sent out today, Sir Alfred 
issued a circular stating the Board of 
Directors advised acceptance of the pro- 
posals, which were in the form of an 
agreement approved by the Canadian 
Parliament last October. 

Rate increases ‘granted the Grand 
Trunk have not kept pace with the 
enormous expenses incurred, the circular 
Says, and the situation of the company 
is declared to have been ‘* greatly ag- 
gravated.’’, It is pointed out that the 
United States Government saved share- 
holders from loss by guaranteeing in- 
comes, while British railroad companies 
had a similar guarantee for 1914. This 
assistance was not given the Grand 
Trunk, it is declared. 

** When the Canadian Govern:nent be- 
comes. the owner of the systam,"’. the 
circular. continues, ‘‘it can speedily 
bring about such a readjustment of rates 
as will permit a fair return\ on th¢ cap- 
ital invested.”’ ; 

The Government agrees to assume the 
debentures of the company and a‘so an 
issue of 4 per cent.. “’ ranteed ’’ stock, 
the holders of the latter receiving in ex- 
change for their stock 4 per cent. non- 
voting certificates. The common stock 
and the several preferred issues of the 
company are to be-purch y ‘the 
Government at a price to be fixed by 
arbitration. 

As soon as the shareholiers agre? to 
‘accept. the agreement, managemen: of 
the road will be taken over py the board 
of* five members, appoinced partiy by 
the Government and partly by the com- 
pany. When the sale is consummated 
the Grand Trunk will formally become 
part of the Canadian National syate:n, 
which includes the. Intercolonial, the 
National Transcontinental, and the Can- 
adian Northern. 


AID TO EUROPE ADVISED. 


Buying Foreign Securites. Good 
Policy, Says W. L. Saunders. 


W. L. Saunders, President of the 
American Manufacturers’. Export Asso- 
ciation, issued a statement yesterday 





j urging that measures be taken by this 


country, chiefly through the purchase 
by American investors of European se- 
curities, to assist foreign. buyers in pur- 
chasing goods in our markets. 

“The present demofralization of the 
foreign exchange market,’’ he_ said, 
‘“‘ while the result of economic factors 


which have been clearly in the view of 
American exporters for several months, 
point to the imperative necessity of put- 
ting into operation at once one or more 
of the plans we have been discussing in 
this country for the buying of European 
securities. - . ; 

‘‘ Within the last week we have seen 
the first effects on our home market of 
a decline in our European exports. If 
this tendency continues our great export 
trade, a. leading source of our wealth 
and prosperity since 1915, will continue 
to ‘shrink:. A severe business reaction 
will set in and unemployment result. 

“And yet our national welfare de- 
mands full steam ahead, with an in- 
creased production which will keep our 
plants running on full time, .and which 
will insure for American labor a contin- 
on of its present higher standard of 

ving. ’ 

‘““An output which would result from 
a full-time operation of our industrial 
resources cannot be absorbed even by 
our huge domestic market. Large scale 
production, which is the route of our in- 
dustrial success, demands, therefore, an 
outlet abroad for a portion of our goods. 

‘*'We have heard many conjectures as 
to whether our investing public will ab- 
sorb European sevurities, Personally I 
feel confident that a very considerable 
amount will be purchased by the Ameri- 
can people over and above requirements 
for additional domestic capital, when we 
are forced to the realization that. the 
motive and necessity, while of a slightly 
different nature, is as important to the 
future prosperity of the nation as the 
wartime tagk of floating our Liberty 
and Victory bond issues.’’

Negotiations are pending for the sale 
of the property formerly occupied by 
The New York Herald in Herald Square, 
now used by The Evening Telegram, as. 
a site for a forty-story commercial 
structure of monumental design. The 
property which is owned by the Manice 
estate, represented by William de Forest 
Manice, is assessed for taxes at $2,342,- 
000 for the land and at $2,500,000 with 
the building. It was leased to the late 


James Gordon Bennett,. who erected the 
building now there as a home for The 
New York Herald when he vacated the 
old Herald Building at Broadway and 
Ann Street, where the St. Paul Building 
now stands. 

When Frank A. Munsey bought The 
Herald recently he assumed the lease of 
the building, which has about fifteen 
Months to run. 

The property has a frontage of 211 feet 
on the east side of Broadway, between 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth Streets, 
60.9 feet on Thirty-fifth Street, 136 feet 
on Thirty-sixth Street, and 197 feet on 
Sixth Avenue. Negotiations for the sale 
began ag soon as it was made public 
recently /that The. New York Herald 
would be absorbed by The Sun. Two 
plans for disposing of the property are 
under consideration, one for an outright 
sale to a syndicate and the other for a 
leng-term lease.

Buying for occupancy was a strong 
feature of yesterday’s realty market, 
which continued active from both a 
speculative and investment standpoint.
